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THE FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY FOR 
THE ADVANCEMENT OF SCANDINAVIAN 
STUDY 

The Society for the Advancement of Scandinavian Study met 
at Northwestern University on Friday and Saturday, April 23 
and 24, 1915. The sessions were held in the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Building, corner Lake and Dearborn Streets, Chicago. 

FIRST SESSION, FRIDAY, APRIL 23, 2 :00 P. M. 

The meeting was called to order by the President of the Society, 
introducing President A. W. Harris of Northwestern University, 
who welcomed the Society as the guest of the University. Pres- 
ident Harris emphasized the scientific and cultural value of 
Scandinavian studies and spoke interestingly of a stay in Norway 
and Sweden in the summer of 1914. 

The reading of papers was then begun. 
1. Ibsen's Sankthansnatten. By Professor A. M. Sturtevant 
of the University of Kansas. (20 minutes). The paper was 
discussed by Professor George T. Flom, Dr. Lee M. Hollander, and 
the author. This paper wiU be printed in the Journal of English 
and Germanic Philology, Vol. XIV, July, 1915. 

2. A Vindication of Codex Holmianus VII of the Jdmsvikinga- 
saga. By Dr. Lee M. Hollander of the University of Wisconsin. 
(15 minutes). 

3. Similarities in Tegner and Runeberg. By Professor Jules 
Mauritzson of Augustana College. (15 minutes). This paper 
was read in Swedish. Discussion by Professors A. A. Stomberg, 
A. M. Sturtevant, and the author. This paper forms a part of a 
longer investigation; the place of publication to be announced 
later. 

4. Traces of Shakespeare Influences in Ibsen's Catilina. By 
Dr. Amandus Johnson of the University of Pennsylvania. In 
the absence of the author, who was unexpectedly detained by the 
illness of a brother, this paper was read by title. To be published 
in a later issue of the Proceedings. 

5. The Early Writings of Garborg. By Dr. Ingebrigt Lillehei 
of Northwestern University. (30 minutes). Discussion by Pro- 
fessors George T. Flom, Julius E. Olson, A. M. Sturtevant, and 
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Dr. Lee M. Hollander. This paper is printed herewith as a part 
of Proceedings, II, 3. 

6. The Theory of Divine Right in the Thirteenth Century. 
By Professor Laurence M. Larson of the University of Illinois. 
(15 minutes). Discussion by Professors Julius E. Olson, George 
T. Flom, and A. A. Stomberg. This paper will appear in the 
American Historical Review. The reader found in the Old Norwe- 
gian King's Mirror the earliest known expression of the doctrine 
of the divine right of kings. 

Thereupon the President appointed the following committees: 
(1) To audit the treasurer's report, Mr. Aksel G. S. Josephson 
and Mr. C. Martin Alsager. (2) To nominate officers. Professors 
A. Louis Elmquist and Laurence M. Larson, and Miss Agnes 
Fromen. (3) To present resolutions. Professors Julius E. Olson 
and Andrew R. Anderson. 

There were thirty-five present at this session. Adjournment 
at 5 o'clock. 

At five o'clock the Executive Council held a session and dis- 
cussed various mktters to be presented to the consideration of the 
Society at the business meeting on Saturday. It was also moved 
by the Editor that an Associate Editor be added to the editorial 
staff of the Publications, which are published under the direction 
of the Executive Council of the Society. This motion was passed 
and Professor A. Louis Elmquist of Northwestern University 
thereupon chosen as Associate Editor. 

At 6:30 an informal dinner was served at New Hotel Morrison. 
The dinner was followed by an informal social and a musical 
program. Professor Julius E. Olson entertained the Society with 
readings from Garborg's Kolbotnbrev and Haugtussa. Professor 
Olson also sang several of Grieg's delightful melodies from Haug- 
tussa. The meeting was concluded with the singing of Scandina- 
vian songs. Number present, fifty. 

SECOND SESSION, SATURDAY, APRIL 24, 9:00 A. M. 

The report of the Secretary-Treasurer, which was first presented, 
showed a successful year. The increase in membership during 
the past year was given as 68. The Treasurer's report was then 
presented, and accepted. 

Thereupon the Editor presented his report and outUned the plans 
for future publication. The Editor hopes in the future to publish 
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monographs as well as the shorter articles of which the Publications 
have heretofore been composed. The Editor announced that the 
American-Scandinavian Foundation had again appropriated to 
the Society for the Advancement of Scandinavian Study the sum 
of $200 in support of the Publications for the coming year. 

The Committee on Scandinavian Instruction in Secondary 
Schools, through its Chairman, Professor A. A. Stomberg of the 
University of Minnesota, reported encouraging progress in Scan- 
dinavian instruction. There are now in the United States thirty- 
two high schools (not counting academies, etc.) in which Norwe- 
gian is taught, with an enrollment of 950. Swedish is taught in 
twenty high schools, with an enrollment of 1015. This makes 
for both languages a total enrollment of 1965. Compared with 
the figures presented two years ago, this is an increase of approxi- 
mately sixty-five per cent. Professor Stomberg further reported 
that last fall the teachers of Scandinavian in Minnesota conducted 
a Round Table in connection with the annual meeting of the 
Minnesota Educational Association. Further, that during the 
past winter a Committee of the Twin City Scandinavian Teachers' 
Club worked out a plan of study for a three-year high school 
course in Swedish and in Norwegian. The aim of the Committee 
was to attain some degree of uniformity in the different schools 
and to offer a guide for the schools where these subjects are intro- 
duced into the curriculum for the first time. Professor Stom- 
berg's report was accepted by vote of the Society. 

Under new business Professor Elmquist outlined a general plan 
of appointing District Secretaries to assist the Secretary-Treasurer 
in carrying on the work of the Society in the various parts of the 
country. After general discussion of the matter it was moved 
that four District Secretaries be elected by the Society to represent 
a Central, a Northern, an Eastern and a Western District; further, 
that each District Secretary be directly responsible to the general 
Secretary-Treasurer. This motion was passed. The Central 
District comprises the territory from Ohio to Nebraska inclusive; 
the Northern District includes Minnesota, the Dakotas and 
Canada. 

A motion was then passed discontinuing the Committee on 
Scandinavian Instruction in Secondary Schools, and placing its 
activities in the hands of the new District Secretary organization. 
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Motions were thereupon passed placing the preparation of the 
annual program in charge of the Editorial Staff, and the manage- 
ment of the advertising in the hands of the Associate Editor. 

It was then moved that a Committee consisting of Professors 
Olson and Mauritzson be appointed to prepare a book of songs 
for use at the evening entertainment of the annual meetings. The 
motion was passed. 

The Secretary-Treasurer reported to the Society the action of 
the Executive Council in appointing an Associate Editor. 

Professor Elmquist thereupon tendered his resignation as a 
member of the Advisory Committee owing to his election to the 
new office of Associate Editor. The resignation was accepted. 

The Committee on Nomination of Officers then reported through 
its chairman as follows: 

For President, Professor Chester N. Gould of the University 
of Chicago. 

For Vice-President, Miss Maren Michelet of the South High 
School, Minneapolis. 

For Secretary-Treasurer, Professor Joseph Alexis of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. 

For Editor, Professor George T. Flom of the University of 
lUinois. 

(For Associate Editor, see above.) 

As members of the Advisory Committee for three years, Pro- 
fessor T. B. Thompson of the University of South Dakota and 
Mr. Carl J. Bergman of the Rockford (111.) High School. 

To fill the vacancy created by resignation, Mr. C. H. W. Has- 
selriis of Chicago, for two years. 

As District Secretaries: 

1. Central District, Professor J. A. Holvik of Waldorf College 
(Forest City, Iowa). 

2. Northern District, Professor A. A. Stomberg of the University 
of Minnesota. 

3. Eastern District, Professor Amandus Johnson of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

4. Western District, Professor Edw. J. Vickner of the Uni- 
versity of Washington. 

These nominees were elected. 

Greetings to the Fifth Annual Meeting of the Society from 
Dr. Henry Goddard Leach and Professor Chester N. Gould were 
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thereupon read by the chairman of the Conunittee on Local 
Arrangements. 

The Committee on Resolutions moved a vote of thanks to 
President A. W. Harris of Northwestern University for the kind 
hospitality extended to the Society at this meeting. The motion 
was passed. 

The reading and discussion of papers was then resumed. 

7. Ibsen's / Billedgalleriet. By Professor Andrew R. Anderson 
of Northwestern University. (20 minutes). The paper was 
discussed by Professor JuUus Olson, Dr. Lee M. Hollander, and 
the author. This paper is printed herewith as a part of Proceed- 
ings, II, 3. 

8. The Faroese Ballad Ellendur Bondi; A Study of the Four 
Versions. By Professor George T. Flom of the University of 
Illinois. Owing to the large amount of time consxuned by the 
business session. Professor Flom requested that the paper be 
omitted. It will appear as part of a book on the Faroese Ballads. 

There were twenty-five present at this sessipn.
